There are several 
different varieties of sponges. 
The 


wool sponge off the Florida coast at- 
tains phenomenal size in about^a year. 
Sponges are found in various parts 
of the world, and samples exist in a 
fossilized form in locks of,all ages, 
and accordingly they 
are very an- 


cient. The sponges 
of the Tarpon 


Springs locality are harvested in the 
Gulf of Mexico, from 10 to 100 miles 
from the city. 
They are gathered 


from the bottom by divers who go 
down, some times to a depth of 150 
feet. Each boat stays out from two 
to four months, depending upon suc- 
cess. The sponges are cured on the 


oat, after which they are brought 
o the local exchange and sold. The 
xchange daring the selling season is

they last about half as long as they 
should because they are not kept un- 
der eo\ei when not in use.
